MAKING COMMUNISM SCAPEGOAT 


American Christians must not make 
Communism the “scapegoat” for all 
the world’s ills, the executive secre- 
tary of the 750,000-member National 
Fellowship of Congregational Chris- 
tian Women, said at Billings, Mont. 


The Rev. Lillian S. Gregory of Chi- 
cago stressed that Christians should 
concern themselves with a positive and 
creative approach to problems of so- 
ciety, “not crouch behind a remedial 
and defensive position.” 


“The Christian gospel is not a bal- 
cony character or a voice from all life, 
and we are bound up inextricably with 
the destiny of peoples of all races, 
cultures and nations.”

A local clergyman. told the Church 
of England Canterbury diocesan con-

Grandma was to be-buried the next 
day, but they could not care less, be- 
cause of the small box in the corner.”

His remarks were made in the 
course of a discussion on television in 
which Dr. Geoffrey Francis Fisher, 
Archbishop of Canterbury also joined. 


Dr. Fisher disclosed that he had 
had personal experience of the way 
TV can absorb people’s attention. 


He said there was a television set — 


at Lambeth Palace during the Lam- 
beth Conference of bishops last sum- 
mer and he found himself sitting down 
to watch “until gradually I realized 
that my work might be ruined by it.” 


“T am happy,” he added, “that we 


do not have a set here, because we 


are saved from any temptation.” 


NORTHERN MINISTRY STUDIED 


Regina—“The North has become the 
home of many Lutheran families,” 
writes Pastor T. L. Ristine, of Regina, 
after returning from a visit to the 
northern edges of the inhabited parts 
of Manitoba and Saskatchewan.

The other extreme that the sacredness of 
th ie sacrament has been removed so that the communion 
table is considered in people’s mind commonplace. Both 
_ extremes find no sanction in Scripture. 


_ The pioneers in our Synod put too much emphasis on 
\ the first extreme. In the confessional sermons pastors spoke 
“f $0 much about “eating and drinking judgment unto him- 
self” that people out of fear did not go to communion if 


| - they had not reached a certain stage of perfection. 


_ We must, also, guard against the other extreme to make 
ie communion table commonplace. The judgment of God 
upon sin must not be removed from the sacrament so that 
eit becomes fashionable to go to communion. Rightly under- 
a - stood, every person is under the judgment of God, also 
- believers, because as Luther says that we sin daily and 
‘sin much and need to repent daily. The communion of 
saints here on earth is a fellowship of big sinners but 
“saved by grace; saved by grace yet sinners. The devout 
_ and honest Christian feels this judgment of God on account 
of his sins when he approaches the communion table, a 
Holy of Holies. There should be a clarion call to repent- 
‘ ance in every confessional sermon. Repentance, confession 
and faith in God’s promises of forgiveness of sin are the 
best paeearations for a worthy Participation of communion.

The 
1920 statement referred to “societies 
which teach that men can be saved 
from sin or become righteous before 
God by their own works or by any other 
means than the grace and mercy of 
God in Jesus Christ.” Our church has
